Major and Chairman Watkini Visit 
Lexington and Inspect Incinera- 
tor Plant, Expect to Go to 
Corlngton and Newport 
Next Week. 

At the last meeting of City Council 
the matter of Installing an Incinerator 
In Maysville in which to burn all gar- 
bage and rubbish Instead of dumping 
It on the city dumpB in various parts 
of the city to catch fire and endanger 
the adjoining property, was referred 
to the Internal Improvement Commit- 
tee, of which Mr. William Watkins is 
chairman, to make Investigations and 
recommend action to council. 

With Mayor Thomas M. Russell, 
Chairman WatklnB went to Lexington 
Friday on an Inspection tour to look 
into the Lexington Incinerator plant 
and system and these two officials to- 
day report that they are very much 
pleased with the system in use there 
and have learned that a similar plant 
on a smaller scale can be Installed In 
Maysville without a great outlay 
which will do the work well and give 
much relief to the public. 

Before deciding on their recommen- 
dations to Council, however, the of- 
ficials will next week visit Covington 
and Newport to Inspect their plants 
and it Is more than likely that at the 
next meeting of the City Council, 
which will be the last full meeting for 
the present council, a definite recom- 
mendation will be made by the com- 
mittee and council will more tnan 
likely take some action on this very 
Important matter. 

The present city council could not 
do a more worthy or popular thing as 
Its last official act affecting the entire 
city than to solve this big problem 
which has been a big problem ever 
since Maysville stepped out of the vil- 
lage class.

Seven Cases of Influent* Reported 
From Orangeburg to County 
Health Department Which 
Takes Every Possible 
Precaution Against 
Spread. 



FIRST CONCERT IN 
MUSICAL TREAT TO

Dr. J. 8. Rice, Mason County Health 
Officer, reports that although this time 
last year Influenza and Pneumonia 
was raging and probably at Its worst 
in Mason county, conditions this year 
are much more encouraging Just at 
this time. 

The only part of the county where 
Influenia Is reported in anything like 
a bad stage Is the Orangeburg neigh- 
borhood. There have been seven new 
cases of flu reported to the County 
Health department from this district 
In two days only three of the cases, 
however, are at all serious. 

Dr. Rice and Miss Casey have been 
taking every possible precaution 
against the spread of the disease and 
as one of these precautions they are 
visiting the county schools and giving 
the students a very careful examina- 
tion. "While more than 130 children 
have been examined by these Health 
Department officials during thiB week, 
they have discovered but one child 
with any symptoms of influenza. One 
child was sent home from the Orange 
burg school and It developed the dis- 
ease on the following day. 

Dr. Rice says there is no reason for 
alarm In Mason county as everything 
is in splendid condition and both the 
Health Department and the physicians 
are In much better shape to fight the 
disease than they were a year ago. The 
chief thing Is to keep cool.

EXPECTEDHOME TODAY 

Maynard Leads Field In CrosN-Conntry 
Derby Making New Records 
For Long Flights. , 

New York, October 18. — Lieutenant 
Bclvln W. Maynard, "sky pilot", ex- 
pected to arrive at Roosevelt Field, 
Mlneola, early this afternoon, com- 
pleted the first flight from ocean to' 
ocean and return In history. 

Maynard won the first leg of the 
transcontinental race when he flew 
from Mlneola to San Francisco, a 
distance of 2701 miles. Indications 
today were he also would win the 
second leg by a largo margin. He 
spent the night at Cleveland, only 
503 mlies from Mlneola. 

After Beemlngly being eliminated 
through disablement of his motor at 
Wahoo, Neb., Maynard succeeded in 
transferring to his piano the engine 
of a Martin bomber, which had been 
eliminated near there, accomplishing 
the foat in 18 hours. 

In his 738-mile flight from Omaha 
to Cleveland he broke his previous 
record over that course, deliberately 
taking a short cut across lower Lake 
Michigan. 

Maynard left Cleveland at C:58 cen- 
tral time today and arrived In Buf- 
falo, 183 miles away, in 74 minutes.

Railroads Were Built at Extravagant 
Cast for ntlmate Benefit 

of Big ttawfc 

Washington, October 18— Expendi- 
ture of $1,065,000,000 for the creation 
of aircraft which never reached the 
battle front, and uBeleHs waste In the 
construction of railroads, are. proven 
by testimony taken by Chairman Jas. 
A. Frear, of the sub-committee named 
by the War Expenditures Committees 
to visit the Pacific Coast. 

Of the original amount of *1,600,- 
000,000 appropriated by Congress for 
air work in the prosecution of the war, 
enough was stopped by legislation 
shortly after the armistice to bring 
the figure down to nearly a billion dol- 
lars, but of this total any actual bat- 
tle result was ever achieved. There 
were 236 de Haviland observation 
pianos on the front, but no bombing 
machines. It is expected that the full 
evidence of the ruthlesB extravagance 
In the expenditure will be brought out 
In the report of the committee. 

In Oregon a railroad spur for log- 
ging purposes was built from Yakima 
Bay south to what Is known as the 
Blodgett tract. The 23 miles of road 
were constructed at a cost of $90,000 
a mile. The cost of building this same 
road in ordinary circumstances would 
have been $10,000 or 015,000 a mile 
On December 2, 1918, nearly a month 
after the signing of the armistice, a 
contract was made for the purchase of

Ring roads In that section. This was 
not built directly into the spruce tract 
needed for airplane construction, but 
by a roundabout and unnecessary way. 

From a junction at Dlsque, on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Rail- 
road, Into the Lake Pleasant and 
Olympic tract of spruce In Washing- 
ton, 36 miles of logging road were 
built at a cost or $4,000,000. This does 
not inrlnde equipment at an additional 
ooBt of $60,000 per mile. The road was 
not built ndlrectly Into the tract, but 
by such a route as would eventually 
benefit the main line of the road. All 
of the three roads Investigated were 
found to have been salvaged after the 
war for about 8 per cent, of the cost 
to the Government, and can be of 
benefit only to the main lines of the 
Northern Pacific and the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee &St. Paul. All of the con- 
tracts were let by the Secretary of 
War.
